A GENERAL  STATE 

OF  THE 

WHITEHAVEN  DISPENSARY, 
For  the  Year  1796. 


IN  an  Age  when  Science  and  Humanity  combine  their 
Influence  to  improve  and  felicitate  Mankind,  we  behold  with 
grateful  Satisfa6lion  the  various  Forms  of  charitable  Benefi- 
cence which  adorn  and  advantage  this  Kingdom. 

To  the  Prevaiency  of  a Spirit  fo  eminently  laudable,  the  Ex- 
iftence  of  this  Inflitution  may  be  juftly  attributed,  and  its 
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Directors  ardently  trull,  the  Effe6ls  immediately  refulting 
from  it  have,  by  an  exa6l  Compliance  with  their  Regulations, 
been  equally  promotive  of  the  general  Good  : for  if  to  alleviate 
theXares  and  diftrefsful  Feelings  of  Penury,  augmented  by 
Difeafe,  or  luffering  from  unforefeen  Accident,  (a  moll  frequent 
and  anxious  Occurrence) — If  to  render  the  Poor  Man’s  Xncreafe 
of  Family  more  fecure  and  lefs  burthenfome  to  him,  preventing 
alfo  the  Fatality  of  a dellru6live  Contagion,  by  artificially  and 
benignly  introducing  it  : — If  to  fupply  regular  Attendance  and 
neceflary  Cordials  in  Epidemic  Disorders  : — If  to  reftore 
Suspended  Animation,  and  refcue  from  premature  Death 
or,  if  again,  as  an  ultimate  and  fupreme  Defignation,  to  miti- 
gate the  Virulency  and  arrell  the  Progrefs  of  the  “ wide  walling 
PeAilence”  of  malignant  Fever  : (that  acutell  pollible  Calamity) 

— If  all,  or  if  any,  of  thefe  are  important  Conliderations  ; they 
can,  through  the  Medium  of  this  falutary  Ellablifhment  be,  in 
many  Refpe6ls,  amply  accomplilhed  :■ — The  Affluent  and  Be- 
nevolent contributing  to  its  Support  will,  confequently,  feel 
themfelves  happy  in  thus  efficacioully  conveying  Medical  and 
Surgical  Pvelief  to,  perhaps,  the  greatell  Obje£ls  of  human 
Comm  deration. 

The  above  brief  Intimations  of  the  principal  Scheme  of  this 
DISPENSARY  may  fuitably  lead  to  a Detail  of  the  Dillempers;  j 
efpecially  thofe  epidemically  prevailing,  which  have  taken  Place 
in  the  Courfe  of  this  Year. 

Soon  after  our  lafb  Anniversary  Meeting,  the  Salubrity 
of  this  Country  was  interrupted  by  the  unexpedled  Recurrence 
of  the  Natural  Small  Pox^  A young  Man,  who  received  the 
Contagion  in  London , where  it  then  generallv  raged,  had  been, 
on  the  9th  of  July,  lodged,  at  a late  Hour  of  the  Night,  in  Tcm* 
gier-Jlreet . His  Symptoms  were  fuppofed  to  be  thofe  of  Inflam- 
matory Fever;  but  the  Appearance  of  numerous  florid  Erup- 
tions in  the  Morning  indicated  the  Nature  of  the  Malady,  and 
its  latal  Tendency.  As  the  Warmth  and  Moillure  of  the  W ea- 
ther  might  be  deemed  improper  for  the  artificial  Iutrodu6lion 
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of  the  Difeafe,  every  Prophylactic  Endeavour  was  diligently 
employed  to  prevent  its  Diffufionin  the  Neighbourhood,  yet  to 
no  Purpofe  ; many  Infants  being  defignedly  brought  within  the 
Sphere  of  Infe&ion. 

The  Pra£tice  of  INOCULATION,  now  unavoidably  necef- 
fary,  was  adopted  with  great  Readinefs  ; the  lower  Clafs  of 
People  earneftly  requefting  their  Children  fhould  immediately 
experience  its  Benefits: — 173  were  then  inoculated;  ail  of 
whom,  lolici ting  little  medical  Afliftance,  perfe£lly  recovered. 
Thefe,  added  to  906  previoufiy  attended,  fince  the  Opening  of 
this  Charity,  form  a Lift  of  1079  Patients  ; in  which,  we  for- 
tunately find,  a foiitary  unfuccefsful  Cafe  (cruelly  treated  by  its 
Mother)  only  appears.  The  Small  Pox  afterwards  prevailed  at 
different  Periods  and  diftant  Situations  of  the  Town.  Of  the 
firft  feven  Obje&s  of  its  Virulency,  three  died  ; and  of  the  Whole 
(41)  in  the  Proportion  of  1 to  9. — Several,  fuffering  an  highly 
malignant  Species,  admitted  a tedious  and  painful  Recovery. 
The  Parents  of  the  Children  wrere  oft  difobedient  to  the  Injunc- 
tions prefcribed  : to  apply  Heat,  and  exhibit  Cordials,  was  a 
frequent,  moll  injurious  Practice  ; oecaficning  the  Number  and 
Confluency  of  the  Eruptions  ; to  which  every  unfavourable 
Circumftance*  and  the  Hazard  of  a fatal  Event,  might  be  im- 
puted. 

A few  Cafes  of  Erysipelas,  chiefly  occupying  the  Face  and 
Neck,  with  fometimes  an  alarming  Determination  to  the  Brain, 
appeared  in  the  Spring.  Unconnected  with  the  epidemic  Con- 
tagions which  might  occafionally  obtain,  and  certainly  inflamma- 
tory, they  fecmed  to  arife  from  fudden  Expofure  to  Cold,  when 
heated  by  Exercife.  A ftrict  Obfervance  of  the  various  Articles 
of  the  cooling  Regimen  readily  fubdued  them,  efpecialiy  copious 
Blood-lettings  and  faline  Purgatives,  or  gentle  Laxatives  ; adapt- 
ed  in  their  Power  and  Repetition  to  the  Violence  of  the 
Symptoms. 

The  Aleajles  fucceeded  the  Small  Pcx  in  the  Month  of  Novan- 
bcfy  and  continued  prevalent  in  this  Town  and  its  Vicinity  till 
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the  following  Spring.  During  the  Intenfity  of  the  Winter’s 
Froft,  the  inflammatory  Symptoms,  affeCiing  fometimes  the 
Eyes,  but  chiefly  the  Lungs,  were  mod  urgent;  the  latter,  when 
occurring  in  the  advanced  Periods  of  the  Difeafe,  proved  general- 
ly mortal.  It  was  indeed  difficult  to  perfuade  the  Patients  or 
their  Relatives  to  permit  the  requifite  medical  Attentions  ; par- 
ticularly Blood-letting  and  Blijlering  ; which,  in  fuch  Circum- 
ftances,  could  be  always  palliative,  and  might  become  curative 
Expedients,. 

Thefe  Symptoms- have  been  oft  obferved  to  dangeroufly  dif- 
tinguifh  the  Griffs  of  fuch  Complaints,  efpecially  in  young  Sub- 
jects : but,  by  the  above  Evacuations,  werefenfibiy  mitigated 
and  for  the  mod  Part  totally  removed,.  We  had,  in  December 
and  January yStvtrdX  Proofs  of  their  immediate  beneficial  In- 
fluence, and  of  the  Fatality  which  enfued,  where  they  had  been 
neglcCted.  Four  Children- -buffered  a fimilar  State  of  Malignan- 
cy,  threatening  inffant  Diffolution  : Three  of  thefe,  not  ad- 
mitting any  profeffronal  Afliflance,  were  Victims  to  its  Violence  ; 
One  only  recovering,  by  whom  the  proper  Regulations  were 
obediently  executed.  In  Regard  to  this  Difeafe,  it  may  be 
noticed,  that  its  prefent  Symptoms  are  frequently  much  iefs 
important  than  its  future  long-protraCted  Gonfequences  : De- 
terminations to  the  Lungs  being  apt  to  induce  a Tendency  to 
confumptive  Diffempers. 

The  only  other  acute  Difeafes  (perhaps  the  mod  interefling)- 
which  required  the  Aids  of  this  Charity,  were  Contagious 
Fevers.  To  anticipate  and  prevent  their  Introduction  and 
Communication  has  been  always  the  zealous  Endeavour  of  its- 
Medical  Conductors.  To  the  ProphylaCtics  already  attefted  by 
Experience,  and  which  were  formerly  particularized,  efpecially 
the  Explofion  of  Gunpowder,  and  its  Combination  with  a con- 
centrated Vegetable  Acid,  the  Nitrous  Fumigation  was- 
beneficially  admitted.  Dr.  Carmichael  Smith,  its  ingeni- 
ous Inventor,  deferibes  the  Ample  chemical  Procefs  of  evolving 
it. from  Nitre  by  means  of  the  Vitrolic  Acid,  in  Order  to  abun- 
dantly- 
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dantly  diffufe  the  Vapour  in  contaminated  Places.  * This  Ex- 
pedient has  been  ufefully  employed  whenever  infe£tious  Difeafe 
was  known,  from  the  Numbers  who  fuffered  it,  or  the  unavoid- 
able Confinement  of  their  Abodes,  to  virulently  obtain.  It 
hath  been,  therefore,  deemed  highly  applicable  to  correft, 
defiroy,  and  extirpate  the  Power  of  Contagion  in  Hofpitals, 
Jails,  and  Ships  of  War,  where  peflilential  Fevers  are  obferved 
toeffeft  the  moll  dreadful  Ravages. 

As  the  Dispensary  Difli i6h  had  been  long,  in  a great  Mea- 
fure,  free  from  the  Influence  of  fuch  Epidemics,  no  Opportuni- 
ty of  employing  this  prefervative  Mean  occurred  till  the  Month 
of  October;  when  a Girl  jufl  recovering  from  A fe?'vons  Fever,  in 
an  adjacent  Village,  conveyed  it  to  a large  Family,  inhabiting  a 
populous  and  confined  Situation.  The  Mother  and  fix  Children 
were  immediately  afFefted  ; the  Hufband  and  a Lodger  foon 
after  experiencing  this  Malady.  Under  fimilar  Circumftances 
we  can  rarely  avert  the  baneful  Tendency  of  Contagion,  or  pre- 
vent its  Fatality.  In  thefe  Cafes,  happily,  the  prophyla&ic  and 
curative  Meafures  became  equally  fuccefsful  ; the  copious  Ef- 
fufion  of  Nitrous  Air  inducing  the  former,  and  a regular  Courfe 
of  Tonics  (of  which  the  Bark,  Wine,  and  Opiates  were  the  chief) 
accomplifhing  the  latter.  With  great  Probability  the  Efficacy 
of  both  might  arife  from  the  conflant  Attentions  of  a judicious 
Nurfe-keeper. 

Several  (49)  Admiffions,  in  the  fame  Species  of  Fever,  took 
Placeduring  the  Winter  and  Spring  : the  only  unfuccefsfui  one 
lufFered  the  EfFt&s  of  previous  Debility,  and  had  been  attended 
to  at  a late  Period  of  the  Difeafe. 

* The  Mode  in  which  the  Nitrous  Vapour  was  raifed  and  applied  in  the  Hofpital,  by 
Dr.  Smith,  was  by  putting  Sand,  previoufly  heated,  into  Quart  Earthen  Pipkins,  immerfing 
in  each  a common  1 ea  Cup  containing  Half  an  Ounce  of  flrong  Vitriolic  Acid,  and  as  much 
Nitre  in  Powder.  The  Pipkins  were  carried  through  the  Wards,  and  about  the  Beds  of  the 
Sick;  the  Bearer  confiantly  (lirring  the  Mixture  in  the  Cups,  with  a Glafs  Spatula. 

”ihe  Fumigation  \yas  pra£tifed  twice  ia  a Day;  once  only  being  found  inefficient  to 
extinguiffi  the  Contagion, 
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With  Regard  to  the  Chronic  Patients,  efpecially  theafthma- 
tic,  dropficai,  and  rheumatic,  many  of  thefe  may  be  accounted 
Cafes  of  General  Weaknefs,  arihng  from  inceffant  Labour,  in 
damp  Situations,  and  could  only  expeft  their  painful  Affe&ions 
occafionally  palliated. 

To  that  frequent  and  rapid  Succeflion  of  exceflive  Heat  and 
intenfe  Cold,  which  occurred  in  the  Month  of  May , might  the 
almoft  univerfal  Prevalency  of  a late  cattarhal  AjfeHion  be  very 
probably  attributed.  Purely  inflammatory,  it  appeared  in  every 
Regard  fimilar  to  thofe  Influenzas  which  have  repeatedly  vihted 
Europe  in  the  Courfe  of  this  Century  ; and  to  which  the  Dis- 
pensary Reports  of  1788,  1792,  and  1793,  briefly  refer. 
Their  Symptoms,  generally  mild,  were  always  relieved,  and  for 
the  mofl  Part  removed,  by  the  ufual  demulcent  Pe&orals,  plen- 
tiful Dilution,  and  the  Encouragement  of  a moderate  equable 
State  of  Perfpiration.  Medical  Affiftance  was  feldom  required 
by  the  Objects  of  this  Charity,  who  buffered  it ; the  chief  Dan- 
ger depending  upon  the  Excitement  or  Aggravation  of  confti- 
tutional,  efpecially  confumptive,  Maladies. 

The  Fa£ts  recorded  in  the  Annals' of  this  Institution  fo 
clearly  and  forcibly  evince  its  Utility,  that  Reafoning  and  Ar- 
gument in  its  Favour  might  be  deemed  almoft  totally  fuperflu- 
ous.  They  will,  we  truft,  induce  a Continuance  of  thofe  volun- 
tary and  ample  Contributions  which  have  hitherto  fuftained  this 
benign  Undertaking,  and  are  abfolutely  neceffary  to  enfure  its 
prefent,  or  future,  Stability. 

No  A6I  of  Liberality  can  exceed  that  which  obviates  or  re- 
lieves the  WOES  of  DISEASE,  in  the  ABODE  of  POVER- 
TY : for  if  thefe  Woes  are  poignantly  felt  where  Affluence,  by 
its  various  Luxuries,  can  furnilli  every  requifite  Comfort,  muft 
they  not  admit  a fcarce  fupportable  Augmentation,  when  the 
Cares  of  extreme  Penury  are  alfo  experienced?  Bleffed  with  the 
Advantages  which  diftinguifh  the  former  Situation,  wre  can  con- 
jeflure  no  Idea  of  the  Sufferings  accompanying  the  latter.  The 
Eye  that  beholds  fuch  Diftrefs,  and  the  Heart  that  compaflionatcs 

its 
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its  Pungency,  will  prompt  the  Hand  of  Munificence  to  generous- 
ly expand  its  Succours,  and  adminifler  immediate  Relief;  very 
probably  with  the  fervent  Regret  that  it  was  not  in  their  Power 
to  be  more  bountiful,  or  Secure  an  uninterrupted  Supply  of  it. 
We  hope,  however,  that  the  liberal  and  more  general  Aid  of  the 
Wealthy  and  Humane  will  enable  the  DISPENSARY  to  ac- 
complish and  extend  its  numerous  Salutary  Obligations,  and  long 
remain  an  ASylum  to  the  Sick  and  Needy,  Srom  thoSe  complica- 
ted Solicitudes,  to  which  their  laborious  Occupations  and  im- 
proper Modes  of  Living  unavoidably  expofe  them.  TheSe, 
though  we  cannot  remove,  may,  by  timely  Medicinal  or  Surgi- 
cal InterpoSition,  be  SenSibly  alleviated. 

With  Regard  to  the  Opulent  and  Cii  ap  it  able,  who  pa- 
troniSe  and  Support  this  Endowment,  may  the  Bleflings  of  Health 
and  ProSperity  abundantly  recompenSe  their  laudable  Exertions ! 
— May  the  Gratifications  of  Beneficence  (the  mofl  exalted  our 
Nature  is  capable  of)  amply  repay  a flri6b  Compliance  with  its 
Sacred  Duties! — Frequent  Experience  will  Suggefl  the  [ntima- 
tion,  That  in  Supplying  the  NecefFities  of  thefe  diftrefSed  Ob- 
je&s,  whilft  they  obey  the  pofitive  Mandates,  and  indulge  the 
finefl  Feelings  of  Humanity;  they,  at  the  fame  Time,  Secure  to 
themfelves  a reverfionary,  not  lefs  exquifite  than  permanent. 
Compensation;  fulfilling,  mod  alfuredly,  the  impreffive  Maxim 
of  an  ancient  Father  ; *

An  Abjlrafl  from  the  principal  Regulations. 

The  peculiar  ohje&s  of  this  charity  are  the  Tick  and  lame  poor,  who  can 
derive  no  benefit  from  any  other  fimilar  inflitution.  Domeftic  fervants  and 
apprentices  mufl  by  no  means  become  Dilpenlary  patients. 

The  perfons  coming  accurately  under  the  above  defcription  are  to  be  ad- 
mitted by  a letter  of  recommendation,  figned  by  a fubicriber,  and  addreffed 
to  the  medical  officers  of  the  Difpenfary.  In  ca'e,  however,  of  accidents,  or 
very  urgent  affe&ions,  where  delay  may  be  attended  with  dangerous  confe- 
quences,  proper  obje&s  will  receive  affiftance,  upon  application,  without  a 
letter  of  recommendation. 

That  proper  obje&s,  when  affefted  with  trivial  difeafes,  receive  the  bene- 
fits of  this  charity  without  any  recommendation. 

That  governors  and  qualified  fubfcribers  be  entitled  to  recommend  an  un- 
limited number  of  patients,  fuffering  epidemical  difeafes. 

That  the  Tick  poor,  refiding  in  the  country,  are  only  to  be  recommended 
by  the  governors,  and  qualified  fubfcribers  of  their  refpe&ive  parishes. 

A general  ftate  of  the  Difpenfary  will  be  annually  publifned,  containing  a 
lift  of  its  benefa&ors  and  fubfcribers,  the  amount  of  their  contributions,  and 
that  of  the  particular  expences  ; the  number  of  patients  admitted  ; the  difea- 
fes they  fufTered,  and  their  terminations,  with  whatever  other  circumftance 
may  occafionally  appear  expedient  to  demonflrate  or  promote  the  utility  of 
this  charity.
